While there was uo detinite charge
againet Holden, it is said that the ne-
Rro learned saspicion rested againat
him aud he eame to the city and gave
himself up to Deputy Shenfl dravger,
stating that he knew nothing about the
affair and wanted to he vindioated by
the law, He was conseqaently placed
in prisou, as there was nothing else to
do lefs for the offsers,

A prominent county offleial stated
Saturday that the authorities were af-
ter another man, whom they charge as
principal. This man, who isalso & ne-
gro, lefe for Georgia & short time after
the murder was committed and his
whereabouts are not &t present knowan,

The story of the killing of Starke is
